St. Peter's Road, Croydon. 
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Consisted fonnerly of the deaneries of Daxtford, Mailing, Roches- 
ter, and Shoreham, in the county of Kent, and that of Fordham, 
in the counties of Suffolk and Cambridge. The deanery of 
Shoreham, however, although within the diocese, was a peculiar 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, so that the total number of 
parishes in the Bishop's jurisdiction was only 99 ; it was thus by 
far the smallest diocese in England. This has been accounted 
for by the circumstance that the Bishop holds an office to which 
in earlier times active duties were probably attached — that of Pro- 
vincial Chaplain to the Primate. 

By an Order in Council dated 8th August, 1 845, made in pur- 
suance of the Act 6 and 7 Will. IV. c. 77, the whole of the ancient 
diocese, with the exception of the city and deanery of Rochester, 
was transferred to other dioceses — and it was declared that the 
diocese of Rochester should from 1st January, 1846, consist of 
the city and deanery of Rochester, of the county of Essex (except 
the parishes of Barking, East Ham, West Ham, Little Ilford, Low 
Leyton, Walthamatow, Wanstead, Woodford, and Chingford, 
wluch were to continue part of the diocese of London), and of 
the whole county of Hertford. 

By " The London Diocese Act, 1863," it was enacted that the 
above-mentioned parishes in Essex, together with the parishes of 
Charlton, Lee, Lewisham, Greenwich, Woolwich, Eltham, Plum- 
stead, and St. Nicholas, Deptford, in the county of Kent, and the 
parish of St. Paul, Deptford, in the counties of Kent and Surrey 
(which last-mentioned parishes had originally formed part of the 
diocese of Rochester, but by the Act 6 and 7 Will. IV. c. 77, 
had been transferred to the diocese of London) should, on the 
next avoidance of the See of Rochester, be united to that See. 
This event happened on the death of Bishop Wigram on 6th April, 
1867, from which date down to 4th May, 1877, the diocese con- 
sisted of the deaneries of Rochester, Cobham, Gravesend (the two 
last named being sub-divisions of the ancient deanery of Rochester), 
Greenwich, and Woolwich, in Kent, and of the entire counties of 
Essex and Herts. 

The archdeaconry of Rochester, which had been suppressed by 
the Act 6 and 7 Will. IV. c. 77, was revived by the London

Diocese Act, and was thereby united to the archdeaconry of 
St. Albans. 

The diocese of St. Albans, consisting of ** The counties of Hert- 
ford and Essex, and of so much of the county of Kent as lies north 
of the river Thames " (North Woolwich), was founded under the 
"St. Albans Bishopric Act," by Order in Council dated 30th 
April, 1877, and published in the London Gazette of 4th May 
following, on which last day it came into operation. 

From 4th May to 1st August, 1877, the diocese of Rochester 
consisted only of the archdeaconry of Rochester. 

On Ist August, 1877, by an Order in Council of 11th July, 
1877, published in the London Gazette of the 17th of the same 
month, the transfer to this diocese of the parishes wholly or 
partly within the Parliamentary divisions of East and Mid-Surrey 
(with the exception of Newdegate and Thames Ditton), came into 
operation, and the portion of Surrey so transferred was, by Order in 
Council dated 18th April, 1878, and published in the London 
Gazette of drd May following, formed into the new Archdeaconry 
of Southwark. 

By an Order in Council, dated 14th August, 1878, 'and 
published in the London Gazette of 23rd of the same month, the 
patronage, which might then be vested in either the Bishop of 
London or the Bishop of Winchester, of every dignity or benefice 
which had been transferred by the above-mentioned Order in 
Council of 11th July, 1877, was vested in the Bishop of 
Rochester. 

By a further Order in Council, dated 30th December, 1878, 
and published in the London Gazette of 10th January, 1879, the 
rural deaneries in the diocese were rearranged in the form which 
appears in this publication. 

And, lastly, by an Order in Council^ dated 14th August, 1879, 
and printed below, the Archdeaconry of Southwark was divided, 
and the new Archdeaconry of Kingston-upon-Thames was 
constituted. 

About the year 600, in the reign of Ethelbert, King of Kent, 
soon after the arrival of St. Augustine into this country, the 
bishopric, with a college for secular priests, was founded at 
Rochester, and the Cathedral Church was dedicated to the 
honour of God and St. Andrew, probably from the fact of 
Augustine having been a member of the Monastery of St. Andrew 
at Rome. St. Andrew suffered martyrdom at Patrse, in Achaia, 
having been fiEistened to a cross of timber in the form of an X ; 
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and this instrument of the martyrdom of the patron saint forms 
the arms of the diocese. The see, with one exception, that of 
Canterbury, is the most ancient in the kingdom ; and Justus, the 
first Bishop, was consecrated in 604 by Augustine, about ten years 
after his arrival in the island of Thanet In 1077 Lanfranc, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, appointed Gundulph to the see of 
Rochester from the monastery of Bee, in Normandy. It is some- 
what remarkable that the present cathedral establishment, con- 
stituted by charter of King Henry VIIL, (33rd Henry VIIL), dated 
18th June, 1541, upon the ruins of the ancient priory and monas- 
tery of St. Andrew, is a replacemerU of the original nature of the 
foundation, as being for a secular not a regular priesthood. Gun- 
dulph — who, with his munificence and architectural zeal, was a 
determined monk of the school of St. Dunstan — ^first destroyed 
this original character by turning out the chapter of secular priests 
and appointing in their room sixty monks of the Order of St. 
Benedict. The secular chapter thus destroyed was restored by 
Henry VIIL, under the title of "The Dean and Chapter of the 
Cathedral Church of Christ and the Blessed Virgin Mary of 
Rochester." Bishop Emulph erected the conventual buildings, a 
few remains of which are to be seen on the south side of the cathe- 
dral, among them a portion of the wall of the ancient chapter- 
house — a fine specimen of later Norman work. 

Several celebrated men have filled the Episcopal chair of 
Rochester, among whom may be named Paulinus, the . Apostle 
of Northumberland, canonized 1074 ; Gundulph, the greatest of 
Norman architects, who built the White. Tower of London; 
Emulph, compiler of the "Textus Rofffensis;" Walter de Merton, 
the founder of Merton College, Oxford ; John de Sheppey, Lord 
Chancellor of England ; John Eempe, successively translated to 
London, York, and Canterbury; Cardinal Fisher, deprived in 
1534, beheaded by Henry VIIL in 1535 ; Nicholas Ridley, the 
martyr ; Turner, the Nonjuror ; John Warner, the founder of 
Bromley College ; the brilliant and accomplished Francis Atter- 
bury, who, lying under the suspicion of treasonable correspondence 
with the Chevalier, was deprived in 1723, fled his country, and 
died in exile ; and Samuel Horsley, the eminent theologian. 

Ninety-eight bishops have filled this ancient see, twenty-nine 
being before the time of Gundulph under the old Saxon founda- 
tion.

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At the Court at Osborne House ^ Isle of Wight, the 14th day of 
August, 1879. 

Present : 

The Queen's Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England have, in 
pursuance of the Act of the thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth years 
of her Majesty, chapter sixty-three, and of the Acts therein men- 
tioned, duly prepared and laid before her Majesty in Council a 
scheme, bearing date the third day of July, in the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-nine, in the words and figures 
following, that is to say : — 

''We, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, in pur- 
suance of the Act of the thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth years of 
your Majesty, chapter sixty-three, and of the Acts therein men- 
tioned, have prepared, and now humbly lay before your Majesty in 
Council, the following scheme for constituting a new archdeaconry 
within the diocese of Rochester, and for endowing the same in 
manner and to the extent hereinafter mentioned : 

"Whereas by an Order of your Majesty in Council, bearing 
date the eighteenth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-eight, and published in the London Gazette on the third 
day of May in the same year, certain portions of the said diocese 
of Rochester were constituted into and became one new arch- 
deaconry, by the name ' The Archdeaconry of Southwark.* 

'' And whereas by another Order of your Majesty in Council, 
bearing date the thirtieth day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight, and published in the London Gazette 
on the tenth day of January, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-nine, certain alterations were made in the names and 
areas of the rural deaneries, or some of them, comprised within 
the said archdeaconry of Southwark. 

"And whereas the Right Reverend Anthony Wilson, Bishop 
of the said diocese of Rochester, has proposed to us and has 
represented to us that it is in his opinion desirable that a new 
archdeaconry should be constituted within the diocese of Rochester, 
and should comprise and consist of a certain portion of the said 
ai'chdeaconry of Southwark — to wit, that portion of the same arch- 
deaconry which is described in the first schedule to this scheme 
annexed. 
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*' And whereaa it appears to us to be expedient that the said 
proposals of the said Bishop should be carried into effect in man- 
ner hereinafter recommended and proposed. 

''And whereas it has been made to appear to us that the 
average net annual income of the said proposed archdeaconry from 
fees, dues, and emoluments will be of a nominal amount. 

" Now, therefore, with the consent of the said Anthony Wilson, 
Bishop of the said diocese of Rochester (in testimony of which 
consent he hath set his hand and his Episcopal seal to this scheme), 
we humbly recommend and propose that upon and from the day 
on which any Order of your Majesty in Council ratifying this 
scheme shall be published in the London Gazette the said arch- 
deaconry of Southwark shall be divided into, and become and be, 
two archdeaconries, whereof the one archdeaconry shall be styled 
*The Archdeaconry of Kingston-upon-Thames,' and shall com- 
prise and consist of those rural deaneries, now portion of the said 
archdeaconry of Southwark, the names of which are set forth in 
the said first schedule to this scheme annexed; and that the 
other archdeaconry shall, as heretofore, be styled 'The Arch- 
deaconry of Southwark,' and shall comprise and consist of those 
rural deaneries the names of which are set forth in the second 
schedule to this scheme annexed, which said last-mentioned rural 
deaneries, together with the rural deaneries named in the said 
first schedule to this scheme annexed, form the whole of the pre- 
sent undivided archdeaconry of Southwark. 

" And we further recommend and propose that the Rural Deans 
and other the clergy and inhabitants of the said archdeaconry of 
Eingston-upon-Thames, and of the said archdeaconry of Southwark 
respectively, shall respectively be under and subject to the archi- 
diaconal jurisdiction, authority, and control of the Archdeacon for 
the time being of that one of the said two archdeaconries of which 
they are inhabitants as aforesaid, and that each of the said two 
Archdeacons shall have and exercise all the rights, powers, and 
duties of an Archdeacon within the limits of his archdeaconry. 

" And we further recommend and propose that we be authorized 
to pay yearly and every year out of the conmion fund created by 
the Act of the third and fourth years of your Majesty, chapter one 
hundred and thirteen, to the Archdeacon of the archdeaconry of 
Eingston-upon-Thames hereinbefore recommended and proposed 
to be created, and to his successors in the same archdeaconry, the 
sum of two hundred pounds per annum, such yearly payment to 
be made upon the first day of Januaiy in every year in respect of 
the twelve calendar months ended that day: Provided always 
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that the first payment so to be made by us as aforesaid shall be 
proportional to the period which shall have elapsed between the 
date of the institution of the first Archdeacon of the said arch- 
deaconry of Kingston-upon-Thames and the first day of January 
next following the date of such institution, and that every such 
yearly payment as aforesaid shall be apportionable between the 
Archdeacon (or, as the case may be, the representatives of an 
Archdeacon) who has resigned or otherwise avoided the said 
archdeaconry of Kingston-upon-Thames on any other than the 
first day of January in any year and the Archdeacon who shall 
next thereafter be instituted to the same archdeaconry ; and that 
every such yearly payment shall be made by us only after we 
shall have been satisfied that the Archdeacon who applies (or 
• whose representatives apply) for it has during the previous year 
complied with the conditions as to residence which at the date of 
such application are required by law. 

^' And we further recommend and propose that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent us from hereafter recommending and 
proposing any other matter or thing relating to the matters afore- 
said, or any of them, in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Acts, or of any of them, or of any other Act of Parliament. 

" The First Schedule in the foregoing Scheme mentioned. 
" The Archdeaconry of Kingston-upon-Thames, comprising and 
consisting of the following six rural deaneries, namely : — 

1. The Rural Deanery of Barnes. 

2. The Rural Deanery of Beddington. 

3. The Rural Deanery of Godstone. 

4. The Rural Deanery of Kingston. 

5. The Rural Deanery of Reigate. 

6. The Rural Deanery of Streatham. 

*' The Second Schedule in the foregoing Scheme mentioned. 
" The Archdeaconry of Southwark, comprising and consisting of 
the following seven rural deaneries, namely : — 

1. The Rural Deanery of Battersea. 

2. The Rural Deanery of Camberwell. 

3. The Rural Deanery of Clapham. 

4. The Rural Deanery of Kennington. 

5. The Rural Deanery of Lambeth. 

6. The Rural Deanery of Newington. 

7. The Rural Deanery of Southwark." 
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And 'whereas the said scheme has been approved by her 
Majesty in Council; now, therefore, her Majesty, by and with 
the advice of her said Council, is pleased hereby to ratify the said 
^ scheme, and to ordor and direct that the same and every part 
thereof shall be e£fectual in law immediately from and after the 
time when this Order shall have been duly published in the London 
Oazette pursuant to the said Acts ; and her Majesty, by and with 
the like advice, is pleased l^ereby to direct that this Order be 
forthwith registered by the Begistrar of the said diocese of 
Eoohester.

There were formerly six prebends or canonries, bnt the present niunber 
is fonr. One of these canonries is annexed to the provostship of Oriel 
College, Oxford, by Act of Parliament 12 AnnsB, 2 o. 6, s. 7, and is presented 
to, npon a vacancy, by the Fellows of that College, with the provostship. 
Another canonry was origioally annexed to the archdeaconry of Bochester 
by letters patent of King Charles II. ; it is now annexed to the archdeaconry 
of Bochester and St. Albans ; the remaining two canonries are in the gift of 
the Lord Chancellor. 



THE ATHEDBAIi 

Stands a short distance south of the High-street of Rochester 
eastward of the ancient castle, and on or about the site of the 
ancient Saxon church, built in 604, and dedicated to St. Audrey 
the Apostle. That church having fallen into decay, Bishop Gun* 
dulph in 1080 commenced its restoration. The cathedral, like 
most of the ancient ecclesiastical edifices, is in its plan an improve- 
ment on the basilicas of Rome, and is built in the form of a cross, 
with a massive square tower at the point of intersection. Winkle 
describes the building as exhibiting specimens of architecture of 
four distinct eras : the western front and part of the nave have 
been ascribed to tbe Norman Bishop Gundulph, as well as a 
massive tower, which stands between the transepts on the north 
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side, and bears his name ; otheFS, with more probability, ascribe 
the western front and nave to Ernulph. The northern side of the 
western transept was built by the monks Biohard de £astgate and 
Thomas de Meopbam, subsequent to the fire which occurred in the 
year 1179; and the southern side by the monk Richard de Walden, 
about the year 1200. The choir and eastern transept were erected 
in the reign of Henry III. by William Hoo, sacrist of the church, 
with the produce of offerings made at the shrine of St. William. 
The western front of the cathedral — one of the most perfect speci- 
mens of early Anglo-Norman architecture — is peculiarly interesting. 
Two of the pillars of the central doorway present statues of King 
Henry I. and his Queen Matilda, without question two of the most 
ancient statues remaining in England. All the mouldings of the 
arch are highly enriched with sculpture, representing arabesques, 
medallions of heads and animals, with foliage intermixed. The 
lintel across the imposts of the doorway bears a representation of 
tlie Twelve Apostles ; and in the tympan above is a fine bas-relief 
of Jesus Christ holding a book, and in the act of pronouncing the 
Benediction. The large window which occupies the whole space 
between the central towers was inserted about the time of Henry 
IV., or perhaps a little earlier. The pier and arches of the nave 
are of Anglo-Norman architecture, with the exception of those 
nearest the transept ; the arches are enriched with chevron mould- 
ings, but the capitals of the pillars are plain, and the disposition of 
the shafts on the massive piers are dissimilar, not any two on the 
same side being exactly alike, although the opposite piers uniformly 
correspond in their arrangements. A fine timber roof is supported 
on corbels representing angels bearing shields of arms ; in addi- 
tion to those of the bishopric, the priory, the city of Rochester, 
the arms of the priory of Christ Church, and the Archbishops of 
Canterbury. The two easternmost arches of the nave are in the 
Pointed style of architecture, and the central tower, which rises 
from the intersection of the nave and transept, is sustained by 
obtusely pointed arches rising from piers of solid masonry 
environed by shafts of Petworth marble, connected by fillets of the 
same material. 

The western transept is erected in the Pointed style of archi- 
tecture. At the north end is a triforium. The vaulting of the 
transept is of stone and grained. In the eastern wall is a recess 
under a large pointed arch, within which formerly stood an Altar 
to St. Nicholas. The southern end of this transept exceeds in 
lightness of style and enrichment that on the north ; the roof is 
of framed timber, in imitation of vaulting. On the western side 
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is the chapel of St. Mary, in which the Oonflistory Court is now 
held ; and on the eastern side is the Muniment Il(K>m. 

From the floor off the nave is an ascent of ten steps to the 
choir. The organ, which is placed over the screen, was built in 
1792 by Green. On the north side of the choir, close to the 
eastern side of the transept, is Gundulph's tower. 

The eastern transept has eastern aisles ; its extremities were 
formerly shut out from the choir by screens, which were occasionally 
hung with tapestry. The northern side of the transept is called 
the chapel of St. William, from the shrine of that saint being 
deposited here. The vaulting both of the choir and of its transept 
is of stone, the ribs springing from capitals of tall shafts of Pet- 
worth marble. 

The crypt is very spacious, extending under the building of the 
choir eastward of the great transept, and was the work of William 
de Hoo. There are remains of fresco painting in that part of 
the crypt beneath St. William's Chapel. Within a circle is a repre- 
sentation of a vessel sailing, and a large fish in the water below ; on 
one side is a monk with uplifted hands, as if in prayer ; under the 
whole is a shield of gold charged with an eagle displayed, sable. 

The entrance of the present Chapter-house is near the southern 
end of the eastern transept ; its pointed arched doorway presents 
finials and other architectural details peculiar to the reign of 
Edward I.

In 1826 and the following years a large sum of money was laid 
out on the fabric. But in 1870 it was found necessary to attempt 
a more complete restoration. And according to the last Report 
(June, 1876) of Sir G. Gilbert Scott, to whom this work was 
entrusted by the Dean and Chapter, the whole of the external 
walls of the presbytery, north-east transept with its aisle, clerestory 
of the choir, great north and south transepts, and south aisle of 
the choir (St. Edmund's Chapel) and the small building adjoining, 
and the windows of the nave clerestory have been thoroughly 
repaired ; the ancient features, many of which had almost dis- 
appeared, having been recovered, either from evidences remaining 
in the building itself, or from old prints or drawings* 
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The upper stage of the eastern end of the pre6b3rtery, in ^hich 
was a modem semi-circular window of the poorest design, has 
had the original lancets (of which remains existed in the wall) 
replaced. The windows below these, which were originally lancets 
but had been widened for the insertion of tracery, have been 
restored to their original form. 

The south wall of St. Edmund's Chapel (which contains some 
interesting remains of the former cloisters) being much out of the 
perpendicular, has been strengthened by the construction of a 
flying buttress. 

The earth which had accumulated to the height of several feet 
against the eastern parts of the building has been removed; 
and the foundations of the walls, where necessary, have been 
strengthened. 

The foundations of the north and south aisles of the nave and 
of the great southern transept have also been strengthened, at a 
great cost of labour and money. These had been merely masses 
of chalk thrown loosely into the trenches dug to receive them ; 
and the walls had consequently subsided. 

The eastern aisle of the north-east transept has had a high- 
pitched roof with gables placed upon it, fitting to the lines of the 
stone weatherings which remained on the walls. The gable walls 
of the presbytery and the north-east transept have been built in 
readiness to receive the higher roofs. 

The great north and south transepts have been completed 
externally, with their high roofs and gables. 

In the interior, the presbytery, choir, and eastern transepts 
have been re-paved, in part with tiles and marble ; and the stalls, 
with their desks (the most ancient work of the kind in the king- 
dom), restored with such additions as were needed. The desk 
— ends and front — panelling (added in the fifteenth century as a 
casing to the earlier work) are utilized to make up the number of 
seats required. The ancient stone plinths supporting the desks 
to the back seats still remain in situ. The choir-screen of oak, 
of the same date as the stalls (concealed until recently), has been 
repaired and exposed to view. This screen and the whole of the 
side-walls, from the stalls upwards to the first string-course, con- 
tained portions (more or less perfect) of coloured decoration, not 
much later than the end of the thirteenth centuiy. This has been 
carefully repainted where it was deficient or defective. 

A new Altar-table and reredos have been placed in the sanctuary^ 
the latter containing a sculptured panel of the institution of the 
Eucharist. The sedilia, by the addition of steps and hangings, 
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h&re been made convenient for use. A new oak pulpit has been 
placed at the north-east angle of the crossing, and a new carved 
oak throne at the south-east angle of the choir. 

The deal panelling has been removed from the western side of 
the stone screen of the choir, which is a few feet westward of the 
oak screen ; and the stonework has been restored. This western 
screen (fourteenth century) seems to have had a wide opening, 
spanned by a segmental arch, on each side of the doorway, 
perhaps for Altars. In the fifteenth century these openings were 
walled up — a small window of that date remaining on the northern 
side. The south side has been rebuilt still later. 

On these two screens a gallery has. been formed, on which has 
been placed the organ, arranged in two blocks against the north 
and south piers of the tower, so as to afford a view of the end of 
the presbytery from the nave. Additional pipes have been inserted 
in the organ ; and it has been completed by carved oak cases and 
coloured decoration. 

The interior of the great south transept has been cleaned and 
partially restored, the ancient oak groining ribs cleaned and 
repaired, and new oak boarding, according to the original intention, 
substituted for lath and plaster in the spaces between the ribs. 

The triforia of the nave — partly from inherent faults of con- 
struction, partly from the giving way of the outer walls of the 
aisles, which caused Uieir roofs to drag on the nave walls — ^had 
become very insecure. These have been strengthened by building 
up solidly some portions of the passages in the thickness of the 
walls, by tying together with iron bands the arches which rest on 
the coupled columns, and by reconstructing the parts which were 
most severely injured. 

The sums expended on these and minor works considerably 
exceed 20,000/., including 10,000/. from the corporate funds of 
the Chapter ; 4,000/., the munificent gift of the late Canon and 
Mrs. Griffith for the restoration of the interior of the choir and of 
the organ ; and 2,400/. contributed by the then Bishop (now Bishop 
of St. Albans) and by individual members of the Cathedral Body. 
And eighteen windows have been filled with stained glass, by 
Messrs. Clayton and Bell, since the works commenced. 

But much remains to be done ; and the means of doing it are 
wanting. The first thing, in Sir G. G. Scott's opinion, is to raise the 
roofs of the choir, presbytery, and eastern transepts. The other 
unattempted works consist, (1) externally, of the restoration of the 
nave-aisles, with. the addition of new parapets; new parapets to 
the nave clerestory, and to the Lady Chapel ; the restoration of 
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the west front (which might be divided into three sections) ; and 
the improvement of the tower ; (2) internally, of the cleaning 
and repairing of the walls ; groining and marblework of the choir, 
presbytery, and eastern transepts; the permanent gas-fittings, 
except those of the choir between the western and eastern tran- 
septs ; the cleaning and repair of the marble shafts in the north 
transept; the remaining repairs of the south transept; the cleaning 
and repair of the nave stonework ; the removal of the plastering 
and the restoration of the fine ancient ceiling of St. Edmund's 
Chapel ; the general repairs of the choir aisles ; and the re-paving, 
at the proper level, of the whole of the nave, with its aisles and 
transepts. 

To efifect all these objects would probably require at least 
15,000/. ; and all the money hitherto raised has been expended, 
except about 600/. But parts of the whole work may be accom- 
plished separately, and the Dean and Chapter will gladly try to 
carry on any such portions of it as they can procure funds to 
complete. They owe a debt of gratitude to those friends, in the 
old diocese of Rochester and elsewhere, who have helped them 
hitherto. They must appeal to the public, and especisJly to the 
new portion of the diocese, for the means of proceeding with the 
restoration of the Cathedral. 

The Dean of Rochester will gratefully receive and acknowledge 
contributions.

DIOGESAN ABBAKGEMENTS. 

(Extracted from the Bishop's Pastoral Letter.) 

I. " From November to the end of July (Christmas and Easter 
and Whitsuntide vacations excepted), I attend every Monday 
morning at 28, Great George Street, Westminster, from eleven to 
one, for diocesan business. While a previous engagement is not 

*)indispensable, it will ensure an interview. Special engagements 
can of course be made for other times." 

II. " Twice a year, at Trinity and Advent, I hold general ordina- 
tions. Candidates must either be graduates of Oxford, Cambridge, 
Durham, London, or Dublin, or have completed their course at 
King's College, or the London College of Divinity at Highbury. 
A short preliminary examination is required of candidates for 
deacon's orders before they are finally accepted, except in the 
case of those who have passed the Cambridge preliminary exami- 
nation in theology, or who have graduated in theology at Oxford. 
The examination is held at the Charterhouse, about three weeks 
before the day of ordination. The three first papers are upon 
the Holy Scriptures ; and in the event of a candidate not obtain- 
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ing a moiety of the possible total of marks, he is relieved from the 
remainder of the examination, and invited to return to his studies. 
A full and exact conspectus of the result in marks of each man's 
work is registered, and the proficiency of the candidates in each 
part of the examination set out for my own eye. The successful 
candidates are assembled for two days before the ordination for 
instruction and devotion, and as they are then free from all 
anxiety about the examination, it is their own fault if they do not 
profit by the opportunity. I do not grant dimissory letters, nor 
do I give priests' orders, except under special circumstances, to 
those who have received the diaconate in other dioceses. Deacons 
are expected to remain in their first curacy at least two years." 

III. " For the convenience of the clergy generally, I issue in 
the autumn, after full consultation with the rural deans, a list of 
the confirmations which I propose to hold during the following 
year, and by this list I am compelled to abide. While ready, as 
frequently as is desirable, to hold confirmations in village churches, 
even where the numbers are small, in town parishes I cannot 
promise confirmations for less than fifty candidates. For I have 
a strong conviction that where the arrangements are well matured, 
and the accommodation convenient, large confirmations are by far 
the most solemn and impressive. Also I confess to a prejudice 
in favour of holding them, where practicable, in the central 
mother churches. Confirmations on Sunday, and occasionally in 
the evening, I find to be preferred by the clergy in South London, 
and I am only too glad to meet their wishes. But it is not quite 
so easy to ensure order and quietness on a Sunday afternoon ; and 
of course confirmations push out sermons." 

IV. " Previous to the consecration of a church, my Secretary 
issues a letter to the incumbent-designate, inviting him to meet 
the rural dean, with the architect, and himself, at the church, to 
ascertain if the furniture and ornaments of the church meet the 
requirements of the law. Should alteration be necessary, the 
consecration is delayed until this is eflfected ; if all is in order, it 
goes on. Consequently, if after consecration illegal ornaments or 
furniture are introduced, it can only happen through the negli- 
gence or misconduct of the local authorities. Perhaps it is not 
generally understood that, by a ruling of Sir R. Phillimore, which 
has never been set aside by a superior court, any ornaments or 
furniture illegally introduced after consecration cannot legally be 
removed without a faculty." 

V. " Incumbents wishing for curates — especially those who are 
prepared to give a title — are at liberty to state their wants to my 
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f^cretaried (Messrs. Day imd Hassard, 28, Great George Street, 
Westminster, s.w.), who will send them such information as they 
possess. Every particular should be communicated. It should, 
however, be understood that no further correspondence can be 
conducted by them. Application can equally be made by others 
either for titles or for curacies, provided that they are to be 
within the diocese." 

VI. "Clergymen from other dioceses wishing to ofl&ciate for 
more than three Sundays together in this diocese should apply to 
me for permission." 

In the case of special Mission Services which it may be pro- 
posed to hold in the diocese, the Bishop wishes that the names of 
mission preachers, if not incumbents or licensed in the diocese, 
should be submitted to him for his approval. 

In the case of any legal instrument requiring his Lordship's 
signature, the draft, together with aU plans, valuations, and 
particulars, should in the first place be forwarded to the 
Secretaries. 

Communications on the subject of the consecration of churches, 
the grant of faculties, copies of parochial registers, and other 
documents recorded in the registry of the diocese, should be 
addressed to Messrs. Essell, Knight, and Arnold, Diocesan 
Registry, Rochester, who also act in the matters of Episcopal 
visitations, sequestrations, throughout the Diocese, and Marriage 
Licences in the Archdeaconry of Rochester ; Mr. W. P. Moore, of 
23, Knightrider Street, Doctors* Commons, b.o., acts in respect of 
Marriage Licences within the Archdeaconry of Southtvark,

INSTRUCTIONS TO BE OBSERVED BY CANDIDATES FOR 
HOLY ORDERS. 

The Bishop intends to hold his Qeneral Ordinations at Advent a^ Trinity, 



Persons desirous of being admitted as candidates for deacon's 
orders are to make a written application to the Bishop at least 
three months before tha day of ordination, when they will receive 
a paper of questions to be answered for the information of the 
Bishop, and returned to him. On receiving the answers, the 
Bishop will fix a time for seeing the applicant. It is not necessary 
that a person so applying should at the time of his application 
be provided with a title, which may be obtained afterwards, upon 
the Bishop's permitting him to become a candidate. 

One month before the day of ordination^ aJt least, the candidates 
must transmit to the Bishop's Secretaries, Messrs. Day and 
Hassard, 28, Great George Street, Westminster, the papers specified 
in Schedules A. and B. 

Persons who have been ordained deacons by the Bishop will be 
expected to present themselves as candidates for priests' orders on 
the same titles. They are to make a vnritten application to the 
Bishop for permisdon to he admitted as candidates as early as possible, 
and to send the papers specified in Schedule JB. to Messrs, Day and 
Hassard, one month at least before the day of ordination. 

They will be expected to remain in their curacies two full years 
at least from their admission to deacons' orders. On the result of 
their examination for deacons' orders will greatly depend their 
being admitted to examination for priests' orders in the following 
year. 

Persons who have been ordained deacons in other dioceses will 
not be received as candidates for priests' orders in the diocese of 
Rochester, nor will they be admitted to serve as stipendiaiy curates 
in the diocese till after the expiration of one year from their 
ordination as priests, unless the Bishop shall be satisfied, upon 
inquiry, as to the reasons of their leaving the diocese in which they 
have been ordained. 

Candidates are requested to study with great care the Ordination 
Service.

Papers necessary for Deacon! s Orders. 

1. Certificate of Baptism, extracted from the parish register ; 
or, if this cannot be produced, a declaration by the candidate's 
father or mother ; or, in case they should not be living, by some 
competent witness, to prove that the candidate has completed his 
twenty-third year, and that he has been baptized. 

2. Candidates who are graduates of the University of Cambridge 
are expected to have passed either the special theological examina- 
tion or the preliminary examination for holy orders ; those who 
are graduates of the University of Oxford are to produce certificates 
of their having attended two courses of lectures by Divinity pro- 
fessors, one of which must be the lectures of the Regius Professor. 
Candidates from the University of Dublin must have taken the 
degree of B.A., or must produce the theological certificate. Can- 
didates from Trinity College, Dublin, must produce the cer- 
tificate of having taken the B.A. degree, and also the Divinity 
testimonium.

At a meeting of the clergy and laity of the diocese of Bochester, held at 
the National Society's Booms, Broad Sanctuary, on Monday, January 21st, 
1878, the Lord Bishop of Rochester in the chair : 

I. It was moved by the Right Hon. the Earl of Damley, seconded by 
J. Watney, Esq., M.P., and resolved unanimously : — 

" That an association be now formed to supply the spiritual needs of the 
Diocese of Rochester, to be called * The Rochester Diocesan Society,' with 
the rules and bye-laws recommended for adoption by the committee 
appointed to consider the subject." 

II. It was moved by the Right Rev. the Bishop of Guildford, seconded 
by W. Grrantham, Esq., M.P., and resolved unanimously : — 

" That the Lord Bishop of Bochester be requested to nominate a com- 
mittee to manage and administer the Society, until the committee shall be 
completely constituted under the rules of the Society." 

The following Appeal was subsequently issued by the Bishop : 
1. In 1831 the returns sent in of the diocese of Bochester gave the popu- 
lation as 191,875, and the number of benefices 93 ; at the present time. 
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through varions alterations in its bonndaries, the population, approxi- 
mately calculated from a recent censns made for the London School Board, 
is certainly not less than 1,500,000, and is rapidly on the increase. 

2. Here nnmbers, however, inadequately represent the weighty responsi- 
bilities which the oversight of these souls actually implies. This miUion 
and a half of people is ecclesiastically distributed into no more than 800 
parishes, with only 635 clergyinen ; in other words (leaving out of accoxmt 
the religious ministrations of lother Communions), in a diocese where there 
are not a few small country villages, the average population of each parish 
is about 5,000, and each clergyman, beneficed or licensed, has an average 
charge of 2,300 souls. " The harvest truly is great, but the labourers are 
few." 

3. To give further detaHs, a statement supplied me by the Secretary of 
the South London Fund gives the following startUng facts : —In 1877 there 
were in the Rochester diocese parishes of about 83,000, one ; of about 
80,000, one; of about 25,000, two; of about 20,000, three; of about 15,000, 
eight; of about 10,000, seventeen; of about 7,000, forty 'fovr; of about 
6,000, thirtytwo ; of about 4,000, twenty-nine ; of about 3,000, twenty-two ; 
of about 2,000, twenty; of about 1,000, forty-nine; under a thousand, the 
remainder. While many of these parishes require immediate subdivision, 
others should be supplemented with efficient machinery ; and most important 
of all is it to bring the blessed message of the Grospel, by the lips and 
examples of living agents, into personal contact with the poor. 

4. Further light will be thrown on the work before us by a consideration 
of our geographical boundaries, and of the main centres of our population. 
From west to east the diocese runs from Bichmond to the Nore, including 
the entire south bank of the Thames, with the exception of a narrow tongue 
of the Canterbury diocese, which runs up to the river about Erith. From 
north to south it stretches from London .bridge to within two miles of East 
Grinstead. Woolwich and Chatham, Rochester and Strood, Greenwich and 
Blackheath, Deptford, Lee, and Lewisham, Bermondsey with its tanneries, 
Botherhithe with its docks, Lambeth with its potteries, Southwark with its 
exquisite collegiate church, Feckham and Camberwell, Newington and Wal- 
worth, Kennington and Battersea, Wandsworth, Clapham, and Streatham, 
Wimbledon and Putney, Sydenham and Barnes, Caterham and Cheam, 
Mitcham and Sutton, Beigate and Limpsfield, are names which sufficiently 
represent the diversities of a diocese which is at once metropolitan, 
suburban, and rural ; weighted indeed with the pressure of a vast popula- 
tion and grave responsibilities, yet with resources and opportunities which 
at once encourage exertion and forbid despair. 

6. The Evangelistic agencies hitherto occupying the ground have been 
originated in the three dioceses out of which the present diocese of 
Rochester has been recently reconstructed. The Bishop of London's Fund, 
the Surrey Church Association, with its offspring the South London Ftfnd, 
the Bishop of Rochester's Fund, have severally done important work, and, 
with the Divine blessing, have achieved a valuable success. Inunediately, 
however, on the Bishopric of Saint Alban's Act coming into operation, it 
became desirable to form, without further delay, a single organization for 
the spiritual necessities of the diocese, and on the 21st of January a Society 
was constituted, called the Rochester Diocesan Society, to take up the work 
hitherto carried on by the above-named agencies, now, within our limits, 
superseded. 

6. This new organization in its natwre is a society, not a fund. Its area 
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is the entire diocese. Its object is to initiate and snstain new dmrch work 
of all kinds (ezoept school work otherwise provided for), snch as the 
employment of missionary onrates, and other living agents, the erection of 
churches, school churches, mission buildings, and parsonage houses, the 
purchase of sites for Church purposes, and, occasionally, the assisting of 
endowment funds. Its government is vested in a council, consisting partly 
of official members, and partly of niembers (annually elected by subscribers 
of not less than ten shillings and sixpence), to the extent of two out of each 
rural deanery, one at least of whom shall be a layman. Donations can be 
applied by the donors (if specified at the time of donation) to any of the 
olijects of the Society f and they can be paid by anniMl instalmerds, 

7. It only now remains for me humbly to commend this enterprise to the 
grace of that Ix)rd of souls without Whom nothing is strong and nothing is 
holy, and earnestly to press it on the Christian sympathy of the diocese. 
While asking for liberal donations to make us a good beginning, and to float 
our ship into deep water, I quite as anxiously desire the valuable encourage- 
ment of regular subscriptions to be a permanent and reliable basis for the 
annual grant. Not by any means am I without hope that in this great 
undertaking for the honour of our common Saviour many who are outside 
our boundaries may wish us good luck in His Name, and make an offering 
towards His Kingdom. But surely with good reason may I urge on Church- 
men within the diocese the duty and privilege of vindicating our august 
claim to be the Church of the nation, by appreciating and fulfilling the trust 
laid on us in bringing the Church's ordinances to each family placed under 
her care. The parochial system — fail as it may, and must occasionally — is 
still the best method we know of for doing Christ's work in this land ; the 
true faith of the Gospel, as set forth in our English formularies, is the one 
message we would declare. If the work is great, it will not grow less by 
looking at it and calling it great. If it is our work a righteous Master is 
pledged to supply our need. With the love of Christ as our motive, the 
purpose of the Father as our hope, the grace of the Holy Ghost as our 
power, prayer, sacrifice, and faith our weapons, it is no vain boast to believe 
and confess that Grod will help us for it, and use us by it, to the glory of 
His redeeming Name.

Constitution. 

The name of the Society is " The Bochester Diocesan Society." 

The Archbishop of Canterbury for the time being shall be the patron of 
the Society on his consenting so to act. 

The Lord Bishop of the diocese shall be president. 

The Dean of Bochester, the chancellor of the diocese, the archdeacons, 
and twelve laymen to be nominated by the Bishop, shall be vice-presidents. 

All annual subscribers of half-a-guiuea and upwards shall be members of 
the Society. 

All donors of not less than fifteen guineas in one sum shall be life 
members. 

All clergymen having collections in their churches shaU be members for 
the twelve months next ensuing. 

The management of the affairs of the Society and administration of its 
funds shall be jested in a council. Until the council shall have been com- 
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pletely oonsfcitnted under the rules of the Booiety each management and 
administration shall be vested in a provisional committee to be nominated 
by the Bishop ; the provisional committee shall for the time being be, to 
all intents and pnrpoees, the connoil of the Society, with all the powers and 
subject to all the laws and regulations contained in the rules of the Society. 

There shall be four trustees, who shall be elected by the Society at a 
general meeting. 

The treasurer shall be elected annually by the council. 

There shall be two honorary secretaries, who shall be nominated by the 
Bishop, and one paid secreta^, who shall be appointed by the council. 

The council shall consist of the patron, the president, the yice-presidents, 
the trustees, the treasurers, the honorary secretaries, six members to be 
nominated by the Bishop every year, and six members to be nominated by 
the council every year, the rural deans, and two members (one of whom at 
least shall be a layman) elected annually from each rural deanery. 

Two auditors shall be elected annually at the general meeting of the 
Society. 

Laws and Begulations. 

(A) OeneraL 

1. The financial year shall end on the Slst of December in each year. 

2. The council shall meet in the months of February, April, July, and 
November, on days to be named by the Bishop, to determine on the cases to 
which assistance shall be granted, to administer the funds, and to transact 
any other business of the Society. Eight members shall constitute a 
quorum. Special meetings can also be summoned by direction of the 
Bishop. 

3. The council shall have power to appoint sub-committees from among 
its own members, and to delegate to them any part of its functions. 

4. The council shall have power to expend money on office charges and 
other general expenses. 

6. The council shall have power to make bye-laws. 

6. A general meeting of the Society shall be held every year at such 
time and place as shall be fixed upon by the council at their February 
meeting ; at the said general meeting of the Society a report of the proceed- 
ings of the past year shall be read, a statement of the accounts shall be 
presented and, if approved, passed, the election of the officers of the 
Society shall take place, and other business may be transacted. Special 
general meetings may be summoned by the secretary at the discretion of 
the Bishop, or on the resolution of the council, or on the vmtten requisition 
of at least twenty members of the Society. 

7. All questions at meetings of the Society shall be decided by a show 
of hands, or in cases of election, if demanded, by ballot : the chairman, in 
case of equality, shall have a second or casting vote. 

8. Previously to the annual general meeting of the Society there shall be 
held in each rural deanery a meeting of members belonging to that deanery 
to elect a ruridecanal committee, consisting of an equal number of clergy 
and laity, and also to elect the representatives of that rural deanery on the 
council for the ensuing year. 

9. The ruridecanal committee shall meet from time to time by summonses 
of the rural dean, under the direction of the Biishop or the archdeacon, or 
at the discretion of the rural dean, or upon a written requisition from three 
members of the committee, such summons to be issued by the rural dean 
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at least five olear days preyioas to tbe day of meeting<^ Three membersi 
including the rural dean, or his deputy, shall be a quorum. 

10. The duties of the mridecanal committee shall be to form local associa- 
tions wherever practicable, to solicit and receive funds, to investigate 
local wants and applications, and to report and to make remittances to the 
secretary not later than the first day of the month in which the next meeting 
of the council is to be held. 

11. Donations may be paid either in one sum or in annual instalments, to 
be stated at the time the donation is promised. 

12. Parochial or Church collections can only be received for the general 
objects of the Society. 

13. Donations or subscriptions, other than Church collections, may be 
appropriated to any of the objects of the Society, or applied to any par- 
ticular church or parish in the diocese, as directed by the contributor at the 
time the contribution is made. 

14. All moneys received for the benefit of the Society, and not paid 
directly to the treasurers, shall be paid to their account at such bankers as 
shall be appointed by the council. 

15. All drafts on the bankers of the Society shall be signed by one 
treasurer and the secretary, upon resolution of the council. 

16. Grants involving stated^or periodical payments shall be paid from 
time to time without a separate resolution in each case. 

(B) As to Applications for Grants, 

17. All applications for grants must be made on the forms adopted by 
the council, and addressed to tbe secretary, to be registered by him. 

18. The register book of applications shall qontain the date of applica- 
tion and the amount and date of grant, or date of refusal, as the case may 
be ; and shall be open to the inspection of all subscribers to the Society. 

19. When an application has been lodged with the secretary for a grant 
from the Society it shall be at the discretion of the honorary secretaries, 
under the direction of the Bishop, to request two members of the council to 
examine on the spot into the case and report thereon to the council. 

(0) As to Missionary Clergy and Lay Agents. 

20. Missionary clergymen shall be in charge of separate conventional 
districts, to be assigned for definite periods to be settled beforehand by the 
incumbent of the parish and the Bishop. 

21. The duties of tbe missionary clergymen are, except in special cases, 
to be decided upon their merits from time to time by the council, restricted 
to the mission district ; and the ordering of the Services to be used in the 
mission rooms and school churches shall be approved by the Bishop. 

22. Every missionary clergyman shall be required to reside within the 
mission district to which he is appointed, unless specially exempted by the 
Bishop. 

28. Missionary clergymen shall receive a stipend not exceeding £200 a- 
year, and their nomination shall be in the Bishop, subject to the necessary 
legal consent of the incumbent of the parish. 

24. Each missionary clergyman will be appointed subject to an investiga- 
tion by the Bishop as to the state and prospects of the mission at the end 
of the first six months, and also at such other intervals as may seem to be 
expedient. 
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25. The inoTimbent shall notify to the secretary the times when mis- 
sionary clergymen begin or cease to be employed. 

26. Each missionary clergyman shall send in a report once a-year, on or 
before the 15th January, on a form to be supplied for the purpose, together 
with an account of the character and results of the work in the mission 
district during the preceding twelve months. 

27. Grants for missionary clergymen shall ordinarily be renewable from 
year to year ; the council reserving the power to determine the grant at any 
time upon giving six months' notice. 

28. Grants for lay agents shall be made on the application of the clergy- 
man in charge of the district where such services are required. 

29. Grants for living agencies shall lapse if no appointment has been 
made under the grant for six months from the date of each. But if the 
council is satisfied that there is reasonable prospect of their being claimed 
within another six months, the grants may be continued for that period. 

(D) As to Chv/rchea^ Mission Buildings^ Parsonages, 8fc, 

30. All grants for churches will be conditional on the passing of the 
plans, Ac, by the Incorporated Church Building Society. Special regard 
will be paid by the council to the accommodation provided for the poorer 
classes, and also to the outlay necessary to provide a-suitable and permanent 
structure. 

31. When the Society provides a half or more of the cost of erecting a 
church, the patronage shall vest in the Bishop of the diocese ; but when less 
than that sum is so provided the promoters of the erection of a church 
shaU be free to vest such patronage in whatever patrons they may think 
best ; but in all cases it shall be clearly stated who such patrens shall be, 
and the payment of the grant of the Society shall depend on the fulfilment 
of this, as well as of the other conditions of the application. 

32. Grants for churches, school-churches, and mission and other bmldings 
shall be paid in three instalments : the first when the site is duly conveyed 
and the walls completed up to the wall-plate, a second when the building is 
roofed in, and the balance (for which at least one-third of the whole amount 
shall be reserved) when the building has been completed and, if a church, 
ready for consecration. Grants may be made towards the purchase of 
sites held on leasehold or such other tenure as shall be satisfactory to the

(a) When the incnmbent and architect certify that the site has been

(h) When the payment is required according to rale to meet a grant 
from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners or other public body.

summoned for the purpose. 

Bye-Laws. 

1. All meetings of the council shall be opened with prayer. 

2. The council shall arrange an order of business at their meetings, 
which shall be approved by the Bishop. 

3. There shall be at least five clear days' notice by circular of every 
meeting of the coimcil, accompanied by an agenda-paper, specifying 
matters of business for discussion. 

4. No grant of money shall be made which is not on the agenda-paper 
for the meeting at which, or at an adjournment of which, the proposed 
grant shall be presented for discussion. 

6. All questions before the council shall be decided by a majority of 
votes of the members present. In case of equality, the chairman shall have 
a second or casting vote. The chair shall be taken by the Bishop ; in his 
absence by one of the archdeacons, according to seniority ; in their absence 
by any member of the council, by election of those present. 

6. A statement of the financial condilion of the Society shall be laid upon 
the table at every meeting of the council in a form to be approved by the 
council. 

7. Every member of the council shall have liberty to inspect the minute* 
books of the sub-committees ; at every meeting of the council all minutes 
shall be laid on the table. 

8. No new bye-law or alteration of a bye-law shall be of any force until 
passed at one meeting of the council, and confirmed at the next following 
meeting.

Extract fbom thb Bishop of Bochestee's Pastoral Letter, 1878. 

"A definite and systematic method of Scriptural instruction is the essen- 
tial distinction between the religious teaching in Board schools, and the 
syllabus of Church schools ; and, since the only certain method of ensuring 
that this teaching is given is by competent examinations held at reguls^ 
intervals, it is of the first importance that sufficient funds should be sub- 
scribed for ensuring this inspection. I earnestly invite the liberal aid of 
Churchpeople to this indispensable object ; and I trust that in every Parish 
throughout the Diocese there will be an Annual Offertory for the purpose." 

Laws. 

I. There shall be onis Board of Education for the entire Diocese ; it 
shall be called the Rochester Diocesan Board of Education ; and the fol- 
lowing be the objects of the board : — 

1. To provide for. the salary of the Diocesan Inspector or Inspectors. 

2. To make provision for the encouragement of proficiency in Religious 

Knowledge in aJl schools in connection with the board, and in 
any other schools which the board shall from time to timo 
approve, by prizes, certificates of merit, or otherwise. 
8. To make provision, where practicable and locally desired, for the 
Inspection of schools in connection with the board, in secular 
subjects, and in the general discipline and efficiency of the schools. 

4. To assist, encourage, and promote the efficiency of Sunday Schools. 

5. To make grants in aid of building or enlarging schools, especially 

in Rural Districts. 

6. To meet in other ways, as may be determined, the necessities of 

Church%chools in urgent and exceptional cases. 

IL The board shall consist of — 
1. The Bishop as president. 
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2. ThefoUowingafl Vioe-Ppesidents— viz., the Very Rev. the Dean, the 

Ven. the Archdeaconsi the Canons residentiaiy, and an equal 

number of Laymen appointed by the Bishop at the time of each 

election of the board (the Bishop having power to fill np vacancies). 

8. The Rural Deans, and 

4. Three elected members — one clerical and two lay— for each Rnral 
Deanery. 
The hon. secretaries and treasnrers, if not otherwise members, shall be 
ex'Offlcio members of the board. 

III. The Constituents for electing the board shall consist of all members 
of the Church of England resident or owning property in the Diocese who 
subscribe 6s. a-year or upwards ta its funds. Subscribers whose names 
appear inthereport and accounts for any year shall be the Constituents for 
the ensuing year. 

IV. The Clerical elected members of the board shall be elected, one for 
each Rural Deanery, by the clerical constituents resident or owning property 
in that Rural Deanery. The lay elected members of the board shall be 
elected, two for each Rural Deanery, by the lay constituents resident or 
owning property in that rural deanery. 

V. The board elected in the year 1878 shall continue in office until the 
30th day of April, 1880. 

VI. Future boards shall be elected in the month of April, in the year 
1880, and in every subsequent third year, on a day to be appointed by the 
outgoing board at their last meeting in the previous year. Every board 
shall continue in office until the end of the month in which the election of 
its successors shall have taken place. 

Vn. Elections shall be held in each Rural Deanery in the following 
manner:— 

1. Thirty days at least before the day appointed for the election a 

nomination paper shall be sent by an hon. secretary (or by the 
paid secretary, if one be appointed), by post, to every constituent. 

2. Any constituent may be nominated for membership of the board by 

any person qualified to vote for his election. 
8. The nomination shall be in writing, signed by the proposer, and 
ahall certify the consent of the Candidate to.be so nominated, and 
shall be sent by post to the Secretary not less than twenty days 
before the election. 

4. The Secretary shall, within fourteen days afterwards, send, by post, 

to every constituent a voting paper, containing the names of every 
candidate, and of his proposer or proposers. 

5. A Constituent shall vote by putting a distinguishing mark against 

the name of the candidates or candidate for whom he votes, and 
signing the voting paper, and shall send the voting paper, by post, 
to the Secretary, so that the same may be received by him not 
later than the day before the election. 

6. The voting papers shall be retained unopened until the day of 

election, and shall then be opened by one of the hon. secretaries 
at an hour andplace to be previously appointed ; and every Rural 
Dean shall have notice of the appointment, and be summoned to 
attend. 
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7. The Sural Deans and the Hon. Secretaries present shall thereupon 

cast np the votes, and shall forthwith notify in writing to the 
Bishop the names of the candidates, with tike number of yotes 
given to each. 

8. If two or more candidates have an equal number of votes it shall be 

left to the president ol the board to select from among them. 

9. A printed list of the members elected shall be sent to every 

member. 

10. All disputes as to the validity of an election shall be referred to the 

lay Vice-Presidents, whose decision shall be final, three being a 
quorum. 

11. If two or more Bural Deaneries elect the same member, he shall 

forthwith select that for which he will sit ; and the vacancy or 
vacancies in the other rural deanery or deaneries shall be filled up 
as casual vacancies. 

12. Casual vacancies shall be filled up by the board from among the 

constituents resident or owning property in the Rural Deanery for 
which the vacancy occurs, a Clergyman being elected in the case 
of a clerical vacancy, and a Layman in the case of a lay vacancy. 

13. Notice of the vacancy and of- the election shall be given in the 

summons convening the meeting. 

YIII. The Diocesan Inspector or Inspectors shall be appointed by the 
Bishop out of names submitted to him by the board, and shall hold office at 
such salary and on such terms as the board shall determine. 

IX. The Board shall have power to appoint committees of its own 
members, which shall report to the board ; and to fix their quorum. 

X. There shall be four Hon. Secretaries appointed by the Bishop — one 
clergyman and one layman for Kent, and one clergyman and one layman 
for Surrey. 

XI. There shall be four hon. treasurers appointed by the board (two for 
each county), who shall also be trustees of the board, in whom all the pro- 
perty of the board shall be vested. 

XII. The Board shall meet for the transaction of ordinary business at 
least three times in the year. One meeting shall be held in Rochester, and 
one in London or Westminster, and any others at such place as the board 
may appoint. 

XIII. The Secretaries shall call a special meeting at any time upon the 
written request of the Bishop, or of ten members of the board, within four- 
teen days after the receipt of the request. The object of the special meeting 
shall be stated in the request and in the summons convening it. The place 
and hour of meeting shall be determined by the president. 

XIY. The quorum of the board shall be nine. Seven days' notice at 
the least shall be given of every meeting of the board. 

XY. Any school willing to receive the visits of the Diocesan Inspector, 
and to be examined by him, shall be considered a school in connection with 
the board, and except in cases approved by the board, all such schools shall 
be expected to pay towards the expenses of religious inspection a fee of 
10s. for the first department of the school, and of 6s. for eadb of the others.* 

* It is understood that this sum is named as the minimum fee payable. 
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Application shall be made for these fees by the treasurers, and their pay- 
ment shall qualify the Treasurer of the school and the Incumbent (or 
licensed curate) of any church or parish as subscribers for the year. 

An offertory for the funds of the board shall qualify the Incumbent of 
any church or chapel as a subscriber for the year. 

XVI. The board may from time to time make bye-laws for the conduct 
of its business. 

XVII. No alteration of these fundamental laws shall be made except 
by a resolution passed by a majority of two-thirds at least of the members 
present, and voting at a meeting of the board, and confirmed by a majority 
of the members present and voting at the next subsequent meeting ; and 
no alteration shall be proposed for adoption or confirmation unless notice 
of it shall have been given in the summons convening the meeting. 

The First Annual Eeport of the Board will shortly be published, con- 
taining Lists of Subscribers and Subscribing Schools and Balance Sheet, 
and can be obtained gratis of the Secretaries during March. 

The Election of the New Board is fixed for April 29th. 



GENERAL INFORMATION. 

During the year 1879, 395 schools (separate departments) were visited 
and examined by the Inspector. On the books of these schools there were 
61,600 children, of whom 48,997 were present at the examinations, whilst 
the average attendance for the y6ar was 44,458. The attendance on the 
day of the religious examination therefore exceeded the average attendance 
by the considerable difference of 4,544, showing that the examination is 
welcomed alike by parents, teachers, and scholars.

Notices. 
(a) Where there are fewer school-divisions than four, those divisions of 
subjects may be selected which appear best suited to the capacities of the 
children. 

(h) In the selection of lessons from the period of Old Testament history 
appointed, the teachers will, of course, be influenced by the time which they 
have at their disposal and the capacities of the children. 

(c) It is hoped that in teaching the Old Testament particular attention 
will be paid to the types of the Christian dispensation with which it abounds, 
as well as to the illustrations of the Old Testament history which are to be 
found in the New Testament. 

(d) Although it appears highly desirable that this syllabus should be 
adopted in all the schools under diocesan inspection, the inspector will be 
ready, in cases where such a course has not been convenient, to examine 
the children in those subjects in which they have been actuaUy instructed. 

(e) Infants are expected to repeat and answer individually as well as 
collectively. 

(/) The elder children will be partly examined on paper, with which they 
should be prepared on the day of examination. 

(g) Some knowledge of texts and hymns is expected in every division. 
It is desirable that a record of the texts learned i^ould be kept, and that 
they should have reference to the Scripture lessons the children have had, 
or to some definite subject with which the children may connect them.

The Pupil Teachers* examination in Religious Subjects was held on Satur- 
day, June 14, at eighteen centres, situated in various parts of the Diocese, 
and was attended by 629 pupil teachers and monitors. Of these, 58 obtained 
a first class, and received as a prize a handsomely-bound volume stamped 
with the arms of the diocese. For this purpose the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge assisted the diocesan board by a valuable contribution 
of books. The Lord Bishop of the diocese gave a special prize called " The 
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Bisho{)'8 Prize " to the pnpil teacher passing the best examination in each 
of the Junior and Senior Divisions. The Senior Prize was awarded to Alfred 
Holway (6th year), Aylesford National School; and the Junior Prize to 
Arthur W. Maplesden (2nd year), Sir Walter St. John's Elementary School, 
Battersea.

The " Pupil Teachers* " Examination will be held on a Saturday in May. 
The subjects specified for each year will be taken by all pupil teachers 
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and monitors whatever their standing may be ; but there will be two sets 
of questions — ^the one elementarj, for monitors and pupil teachers in the 
Ist and 2nd years ; the other more advanced, for pupil teachers in the 3rd, 
4th, and 5th years. 

Notes of lessons will be expected from all who take the more advanced 
paper. 

Each pupil teacher who obtains a place in the first class receives a prize 
of books. 

All pupil teachers receive a parchment certificate, on which is recorded 
the class obtained at each examination. 

Pupil teachers for the future should present their parchment certificates 
to the inspector for signature when he visits their school, but if anything 
prevents the entry being made in this way they can be forwarded to him to 
be signed. 

New certificates will be issued each year to those whose names appear in 
the list as belonging to the first year ; other pupil teachers who have not 
received certificates can obtain them on application to the inspector. 

The Lord Bishop of the diocese has promised a special prize, called " The 
Bishop's Prize," to be given annually to the pupil teacher passing the best 
examination in each of the two divisions — senior and junior.

Subject — -The Life of our Lord as far as the Transfiguration. 
The life of our Lord up to His Transfiguration, as it is given in the three 
synoptic Gospels, is expected to be known. St. John's Gospel will form the 
subject of examination for a subsequent year. Special attention should be 
given to our Lord's own words and teaching, and to the lessons to be drawn 
from parables and miracles. Points of connection with the Old Testament 
subject for the year should be noted. 

Pbayeb Book. 

Subject — The Church Catechism, illustrated by parallel passages from the 

Baptism and Confirmation Offices. The Baptismal and Confirmation Offices. 

The Office for the Public Baptismal of Infants should be chiefly studied, 
though the other Baptismal offices should not be entirely omitted. The 
points in which the Baptismal Service expands and emphasizes the teaching 
of the Catechism should be carefully observed. 

General Suggestions. 
The board are desirous of urging the importance of studying the Bible 
itself, and of not trusting exclusively to the use of hand-books and 
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epitomes ; at the same time they consider that these latter may be made 
extremely nseful, when intelligently employed, in assisting pupH teachers 
to summarise and digest the knowledge thej have gained by a careful 
perusal of the Sacred Text. With this view a list of manuals was appended 
to the pupil teachers' syllabus. 

The board wish likewise to remind pupil teachers that the most valuable 
help given them in their studies by the clergy and their head teachers will 
be thrown away unless they second this by diligent exertion on their own 
part. 

Where the clergy, from heavy parochial engagements, are unable per- 
sonally to assist the head teachers in the religious instruction of their 
pupil teachers, it is suggested that they might possibly still be able to aid 
them very materially by occasionally setting the pupil teachers a few 
questions to be answered on paper, and looking over the answers with 
them ; and if they would then point out, not merely mistakes in facts or 
inference, but likewise faults in style and incomplete answers, it is believed 
that their knowledge would become far more really useful to them. The 
papers are often poorly done in the examinations, not so much from 
ignorance as from want of power to reproduce their knowledge in proper 
form.

Basis. 
The basis of the Society is union and co-operation, on perfectly equal 
terms, between those who use and those who abstain from alcoholic drinks, 
in endeavouring to promote its objects. 

Objects. 
The objects of the Society are : — 

I. The promotion of temperance. 
II. The reformation of the intemperate. 
III. The removal of the causes which lead to intemperance. 

Membebshif. 
The members of the Diocesan Society shall be those who subscribe to its 
funds not less than five shillings annually, or give a donation of not less 
than five guineas. 

Mode of Action. 
The objects of the Society shall be carried out as foUows : — 
I. The Promotion of Temperomce, 

1. By forming Temperance Societies in each parish, or in groups of 
parishes, which may be affiliated to the Diocesan Society on the approval of 
their rules by the council of the Society, and on the payment of an annual 
subscription of not less than ten shillings to its funds. It is recommended 
that there be a juvenile branch in connection with each society. 

2. By establishing in each Deanery a Ruridecanal Committee, under the 
presidency of the Rural Dean, or of some other clergyman nominated by him, 
which shall consist of the President and other officers, and two elected 
members of the affiliated Societies within the Deanery. The Ruri-Deoanal 
Committee shall be called together for conference at least twice a-year. 

3. By holding an annual Diocesan festival at some place within the Arch- 
deaconries of Rochester and Southwark alternately. 

4. By promoting the observance of one Sunday in each year (the day to 
be fixed by a letter from the Bishop) on which the subject of Temperance 
shall be pointedly brought before each congregation, and, where practicable, 
collections made for the general purposes of the Society. 

5. By encouraging local efforts to establish coffee houses, working men's 
clubs, ajid other kindred institutions. 

6. By promoting the diffusion of suitable literature and information on 
the subject. 

II. The Reformation of the Intemperate, 

1. By employing Temperance Missionaries (male or female) at magis- 
trates' courts and sessions and other places, where expedient, in the Diocese, 
and by recognising and helping other efforts for the same object. 

2. By urging on the members of the Society the patient and judicious 
supervision of individual cases of intemperance. 
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III. The Removal of the Ca/uees mhich lead to Intemperance. 

1. By co-operating with the Parent Society in promoting any well-con- 
sidered legislative measnres having for their object the direct or indirect 
diminution of the temptations to drunkenness now placed in the way of all 
classes of society. 

2. By endeavouring to reform the drinking customs of the country in 
social Uf e and amusements, and in business, trade, and labour. 

Constitution. 

1. The Lord Bishop of the Diocese shall be President of the Society. The 
Dean, the Archdeacons, the Lord Lieutenants of the counties of Kent and 
Surrey, being members of the Society, and twelve other members to be 
nominated by the president, shall be vice-presidents. 

The management of the affairs of the Society shall be vested in a couftcil, 
consisting of the President, Yitje-presidents, and twenty-four members of 
the society, lay or clerical, twelve from each archdeaconry : the council for 
the year 1879 to be nominated by the Bishop, and in future years to be 
elected by the members at the annual meeting of the Society. The time 
and place of meeting to be arranged by the council. 

A treasurer, and secretary, and other officers shall be elected by the 
council ; the honorary secretaries shall be nominated by the president. 

Two auditors shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Society. 

At the General Meeting a report of the proceedings of the past year shall 
be read, and a statement of the accounts ^U be presented for approval. 

Special general meetings may be summoned by the secretary at the 
discretion of the Bishop, or on the resolution of the council, or on the 
written requisition of at least twenty members of the Society. 

2. The financial year shall end on the 31st of December in esich year. 

3. The council shall meet from time to time, when summoned by the 
Bishop, for the transaction of business. Eight members shall constitute a 
quorum. The Council shall have power to appoint sub-committees from 
among its own*members, and to delegate to them any part of its functions : 
to administer the funds of the Society, and to make bye-laws. The council 
may also appoint from time to time Ladies' Committees, for special purposes 
defined by the resolutions which appoint them. 

4. All questions at meetings of the Society shall be decided by a show of 
hands, or, if demanded by seven members, by ballot, to be held at an 
adjourned meeting : the chairman, in case of equality, shall have a second 
or casting vote. 

5. No alteration shall be made in the objects, constitution, or rules of the 
Society, except such as shall have been approved by the council (after 
notice given to the secretary and inserted by him in the notice convening 
the meeting), and assented to at a general meeting of the Society duly 
summoned for the purpose. 



Selsdon Park, Croydon,

Reverend Brother, 

In asking for your attention to the accompanying statement of our 
Diocesan Branch of the Church of England Temperance Society, while I 
have a profound conviction of the gravity of the task to which I summon 
you, the burden which I lay on you, I wish first to make my own. 
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The prevalence of 'intemperance in the country is notorious; its mischiefs 
patent ; its resnlts incessant and widespreading. And if, in our efforts to 
remedy it, perfectly wise and unexceptionable methods are not always at 
hand, the Divine Bedeemer of souls is surely as indulgent to the honest 
errors of zeal as to the chilly prudence of inactivity. " The time is short." 
To wait until we are quite sure of having found the perfect remedy means 
sometimes to delay until both Patient and Physician have disappeared. 

Our Individual duty is plain. We will avoid dogmatism and Pharisaism. 
While each of us tries to take that share in the work which conscience and 
opportunity indicate to him, there can be no need to censure those who 
seem to be doing less, or to envy those who attempt to do more. We will 
refuse to encroach on our brother's liberty, while we wish to help him to 
use it. We will also be careful not to put a stumbling block in his way 
through an over anxious desire to defend and enjoy our own. Not least 
will we be careful to remember that sympathy is often more effectual than 
argument, patience more persuasive than rebuke ; that example wins where 
eloquent tracts are torn to pieces, and that though zeal may tire, charity 
can never fail. 

Our Diocesan Branch means the Power of Association. It will help us 
to combine and consolidate the scattered efforts of individuals; and through 
common prayer, periodical intercourse, and the interchange of accurate 
information, to fan into a brighter glow, the fire of hearts that find it only 
too easy to grow cold. 

. Our first, if not our principal, work as a Society will be to employ ex- 
perienced men and women as Missionaries in personal efforts with indi- 
vidual cases of intemperance. This surely is practical. 

The. Council has already taken over from the Rural Deanery of Greenwich 
the work of a temperance missionary hitherto labouring in that district 
with a conspicuous success. Out of 1,148 cases treated, 311 formerly 
confirmed drunkards are now living soberly and honestly ; many of them 
attendants at Public Worship. After September next we shall be responsible 
for the amount of his salary, which is £100 a-year. Another missionary is 
at this moment being employed at Chatham under the auspices of our own 
branch, by special subscription paid through the society. 

Let us make a good start. We have many friends already ; but we want 
more. In this of all Dioceses failure would be something base. Only let 
us grapple with our task in a spirit of cheerful resoluteness, and God will 
own us, our Brethren will thank us, the Country will recognise us, and 
Conscience will bless us.

WoEK Done Last Year. 
The Diocesan Temperance Society was founded on January 30th, 1879, 
at a meeting held in London, the Lord Bishop of the diocese in the chair. 
Since then one Missionary has been partially employed for seven months at 
Rochester and Chatham ; and another, previously engaged by the Green- 
wich Ruridecanal Society, was transferred to the Society on Sept. 25th, 
and is labouring at Greenwich and Deptford. Fourteen Local and Parochial 
societies have been affiliated. Temperance Sunday was generally observed 
throughout the Diocese on November 9th, and collections amounting to 
£367 16s. 8d. have been received from sixty parishes. The total income 
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of the Society for the year has been £457 4b. 6d., and the ezpendittire 
£84 Os. 4d., leaving a balance of £373 4s. 2d. towards the expenses of the 
present year. It has been decided to employ at least three Missionaries in 
1880, whose whole time is to be given to the work. It is earnestly hoped that 
every Temperance society in the Diocese will be connected with the Diocesan 
Society, and that it may lead to the establishment of many. new Parochial 
Societies. Temperance Snnday will be observed upon November 14, the day 
proposed by the Bishop, and will doubtless attract attention to the work, 
win interest, and supply mainly the funds for its maintenance.

2. Conducting or assisting at Services in school and mission rooms ; also 
at Services in Church in such way as may be sanctioned by the Bishop. 

3. Conducting special Services for chUdren, in school or mission rooms. 

4. Conducting Bible classes. 

6. Superintending or teaching in Sunday schools ; seeking out children 
who do not go to school. 

6. Assisting in giving Beligious Instruction in Church day schools; con- 
ducting or teaching in night schools and youths' institutes. 

7. Seeking out the unbaptised and unconfirmed, and encouraging people 
to attend Divine Service. 

8. Serving the office of Churchwarden or Sidesman. 

9. Becoming managers of voluntary and board schools. 

10. Visiting from house to house, including hospitals and workhouses, for 
Beligious conversation and instruction. 

11. Assisting in choirs and bell-ringing. 

12. Assisting in the management of Parochial Institutions, and in the 
collection and administration of Beligious and Charitable funds. 

13. Acting as members of Burial Boards, and assisting in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of Burial Societies for the poor. 

14. Promoting the circulation of pure literature and the distribution of 
tracts. 

Classes of Lay Wobeebs. 

1. Preebchers. — By Preachers, any of the above work may be undertaken. 

2. Readers. — By Beaders, any of the above work contained in paragraphs 
2-14 inclusive. 

3. Helpers. — By Helpers, any of the above work contained in paragraphs 
5-14 inclusive. 

Membebshif. 
1. Lay Preachers, Lay Beaders, and Lay Helpers must be Communicants 
of the Church of England. 
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2. While it is a fundamental principle of the Association not to pay any 
Lay Preacher, Header, or Helper connected with it, the fact of anyone 
receiving payment for work from other sources shall not ezclnde him from 
membersliap. 

8. The members of the Association shall consist of all its registered 
Preachers, Readers, and Helpers ; and others may become Honorary Mem- 
bers, without undertaking any special duty, by subscribing not less than 
10s. a-year to the funds of the Association, or by a donation of not less than 
ten guineas. 

4. A layman who desires to be nominated a member of the Association, 
as a lay helper, must send in a recommendation to the general council, 
through one of the hon. secretaries of the Archdeaconry in which he resides, 
signed by the Clergyman of the Parish with whom he proposes to work, or 
by two lay members; and, being accepted by the Council, he shall be 
registered a member. His certificate of registration shall be countersigned 
by the Bishop. 

N.B. — Laymen, not resident in the Diocese, and willing to join the 
Association, should apply to the General Hon. Secretary. 

5. A member who desires to become a lay preacher or lay reader must 
apply to the Bishop for a licence ; and he will be required to sign a form of 
declaration. 

6. The office of lay preacher or lay reader is held by licence from the 
Bishop during his pleasure. These offices, however, may not be exercised 
in any Parish or District without the sanction and direction of the 
Incumbent. 

7. If, after twenty-one days' notice to any member, a resolution shall be 
carried at a meeting of the Council by a majority of not less than two-thirds 
of those present and voting, that he shall cease to be a member, his con- 
nection with the Association shall immediately determine, and his name 
shall be removed from the register.

6. No alteration of these fundamental laws shall be made except by a 
resolution passed by a majority of two-thirds, at least, of those present 
and voting at a meeting of the council, and confirmed by a majority of the 
members present and voting at the next subsequent meeting; and no 
alteration shall be proposed for adoption or confirmation unless notice 
shall have been given in the summons convening the meeting.

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The following letter upon the subject of Lay Work was addressed by the 
Bishop to the Xncumbents of the Diocese : — 

Selsdon Park, Croydon. 

Advent, 1879. 
Beyerend Brother, 

1. The Urban population of the Diocese, within a triangle of which 
Woolwich is the apex and Putney and Streatham the extremities of the 
base, numbers about 1,300,000 souls, under the spiritual oversight of 382 
Clergymen. These facts speak for themselves. The parochial system, 
under such circumstances, is not so much destroyed as submerged. It is 
neither apathy nor cowardice that compels the conviction of the hopeless- 
ness of our task if we are left to do it by ourselves. 

2. Since the reconstruction of the Diocese, two years and a-haJf ago, 
three distinct agencies for the Church's work have been formed and started. 
A Diocesan Society is setting itself to supply Clergymen and build Churches, 
and, as an initial step, plant Mission districts in populous and neglected 
neighbourhoods. The Diocesan Board of Education watches over the 
religious instruction of the young in voluntary elementary schools, and, by 
means of periodical and careful examination, takes pains to ensure that 
such instruction is exact and solid. A Branch of the Church of England 
Temperance Society, established this spring, is vigorously engaged in its 
philanthropic effort to remedy, if not to eradicate, a debasing vice that is 
sapping the life of England. But Churchmen of all schools have long ago 
recognized that if the Church is ever really to grapple with the immense 
task entrusted to her she must resolutely and cheerfully summon to her aid 
the zeal and strength of her Lay children ; and that, deliberately preferring 
the small risks of occasional friction and misunderstanding to the far 
greater peril of letting souls perish for which Christ died, she must crave 
the sympathy and win the help of the sons within her bosom, who are 
ready to her hand if only she cares to look for them, and whom she will 
•soon find, when she tells them that they are wanted. 

3. The Church's task of penetrating the masses of the population with 
the faith of Christ is, indeed, vast and difficult. The honest love we feel 
for our toiling countrymen must not blind us to the fact that, while to some 
of them the things of God and His word are as dear as life, no inconsider- 
able number reject with a very keen disdain the claims and doctrines of 
Bevealed Beligion ; while a far larger portion, through circumstances which 
we sincerely deplore and do our best to mitigate, are too often the victims 
of coarse vices, supremely ignorant of the Will and Nature of Him Who 
shared their poverty that He might work their redemption, also not unfre- 
quently sour (if not bitter) against us as presumably selfish foes to secular 
knowledge, and the base hirelings of the State. Yet we will not for a 
moment despair about our task, nor ignominiously leave it to be done by 
other hands. While we frankly recognize the zealous labours of Christian 
brethren across our border, we should never forget that on us, of all men, 
rests the chief duty of attempting it. Others ma/y do it — and who would 
venture to stay their hands in such efforts ? — ^we m/ust attempt, who are 
the Church of the nation, or we cease to deserve to exist. Also, may we 
not be pardoned for thinking that no other religious body can do it so well, 
if we will but know our resources and face our position ? For while the 
English Church is pre-eminently the steadying force of emotional religion 
in the land, through the sobering influence of her Prayer Book, the solid 
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culture of her clergy, and her incessant contact with all classes in torn, 
she has not yet, thank Gk>d, lost all conrageons faculty for originatiog 
new and Hving instromentalities for yigoronsly propagating her Apostolic 
message : nay, she may haye a greater trimnph before her than she has 
ever yet achieved if she will consent to doff the somewhat chilly sedateness 
she has inherited from generations of high-backed pews, and if, with 
teaching that the working classes can nnderstand, and Services that they 
can follow, and sermons that they can grasp, and mnsic that they can sing, 
she will try to persuade them into the fold of Christ. 

4. Our Scheme of Lay Work (at present for men only), conscientiously 
prepared during the last twelve months by a Committee of Laymen and 
Clergymen, and finally accepted by me from a responsible Council, will 
reach your hands with this letter. Much of the work contemplated is 
being done already, and most of the proposed methods and agencies are 
happily familiar to that great multitude of English Churchmen to whom 
the Religion of Christ is not a luxury to be selfishly enjoyed, or a gorgeous 
function to be admired once on Sunday, but who deepen their hold of it by 
sharing it with others, and who would make the poor man's home a shrine 
and nursery for Christ. Indeed, the only novel feature in it is that of Lay 
Preacher. Tet, since the function precisely indicates the work that we 
wish to do by it, we feel we had better say so ; and the name will startle 
no one who remembers what this office has done to keep Christianity alive 
in Lincolnshire and Cornwall. We mean our work to be quiet and simple, 
that it may be steady and strong. We do not intend to advertise ourselves 
by extravagancies or eccentricities ; nor have we any purpose of antici- 
pating an Order of Sub>Deacon, which, however good it may be, our Bulers 
must give us before we can take it, and which we feel we cannot afford to 
wait for, till we are all in our graves. Nor do we want Laymen who will be 
ttiore clerical than ourselves, nor do we expect them presently to become 
" parsonized.'' For we believe firmly that the very fact of their coming 
straight from their every-day duties to take their suitable share in tilling 
Christ's vineyard, and then going back to them — ^better for it themselves, 
as well as having made others better — ^is the best possible protest against - 
any imaginary divorce between common life and vital religion — ^is an 
assertion of the truth that ev^ry Christian man is a king and priest to God. 
For our specially Evangelistic work we hope to find brethren of direct and 
strenuous purpose, homely kindliness, plenty of moral courage, love of little 
children, and with gifts of facile and simple expression, who will be ready 
to give instruction in the truths of the Gospel to those who might be 
frightened at a black gown or surplice, and who, without any sort of 
usurpation of the proper function of the Clergy, will immensely push our 
work. To prevent misconstruction I prefer that they should usually minister 
by themselves, and in unlicensed rooms ; also, when occasion permits, in the 
open air. That was cathedral enough for the Sermon on the Mount. Clearly 
one advantage in their ministrations will be that their freedom will be so 
much greater than ours. YHiile the recent amendment of the Act of 
Uniformity has relieved us of some of the swaddling-clothes that had 
nearly choked all the life out of us, were we to affect to treat it as if it 
no longer existed, a ludicrous ignorance might presently land us in a 
disastrous suicide. But our Laymen are free, and let us not grudge thenf 
their freedom. 

6. As for your individual co-operation with this scheme, your own discre- 
tion must settle how far the circumstances of your Parish make it possible 
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or expedient. In some shape or other yon are, no doubt, ahready availing 
yourself of Lay assistance ; and I have often observed how mnch individual 
experience colours the aspect of the work. It is not, of course, to be 
expected that those of our Lay friends, Ohurchmen while they consider 
themselves, who are already making themselves useful in religious work 
outside your cognisance, will be in an extreme anxiety to place themselves 
under a formal organization, which, if it is to hold together for a day, 
clearly requires discipline of some kind, and which had much better not be 
formed at all, if it is to be inconsistent with the exercise of reasonable 
authority. Do not hurry them, and perhaps when they have discovered 
that isolated work is not so good as united work, they may gladly join us, 
and there will be no loss in the delay. If, further, you are clear that such 
aid would help you (and under judicious control, and with kindly and 
devout sympathy, it should be three times its former value), be sure to take 
aU the pains you can to secure those who will be in full accord with you on 
all matters of real moment : for while I have no slight share in the respon- 
sibility of commissioning them, your share of responsibility in inviting 
them must be even greater than mine. Then, when you have found them, 
trust them. Do not make them offenders for a word ; do not take quick 
umbrage at their saying things you would not yourself say, or doing 
things you would not yourself do. They give you their time, their strength, 
their prayers; and they have an undoubted right to your confidence, 
gratitude, and esteem. Often confer with them ; sometimes pray with 
them. Let your house be their pleasant resting place ; let your friendship 
be their happy reward. 

6. It may also be well to explain that the value of Lay help is a considera- 
tion quite distinct from the desirableness or otherwise of consolidating into 
one compact phalanx all the Church workers of the Diocese. There may be 
two sides to this question, and you will take which you prefer. But as one 
who has had some experience of parochial life and administration, I may be 
permitted to observe, that so warmly do I cherish the proper independence 
of the Clergy, and so important do I feel it to be, to keep the tie between 
them and their people as close as possible, that did I see any sort of peril 
out of this Association, either to their personal freedom or to their pastoral 
efficiency, it would have no support from me. 

7. Assuredly, whatever else may come out of this scheme — and if it is 
sagaciously planned, vigorously pushed, and prudently steered, bigger 
tUngs may come from it than we guess now (it is ever God's best way of 
reward to make one duty grow out of another) — of certain not insignificant 
results we may be tolerably confident. First, it wiU bring us all face to face 
and shoulder to shoulder ; and human nature will often prove too potent 
for a morose narrowness, and we shall be compelled to appreciate and 
esteem, though not in all things to concur with, those whom once we 
fancied to be foes. There will be henceforth a living nexus between the 
Church Workers of the Diocese and their Bishop ; and if the local sentiment 
of the Parish can safely be elevated and widened by contact with the 
fuller life of the Diocese, good must come. Then, what a body we shall be 
for united action in sudden emergencies, and for mutual co-operation in 
Diocesan schemes. When the time comes for restoring St. Saviour's (and 
I never forget it), we shall be worth more than a Franciscan Order for 
collecting the needful funds. Possibly, also, neglected and forlorn South 
London, with her sparse and hard-worked Clergy, her slender endowments, 
her vast industries, her squalid poverty, may attract the sympathy of kindly 
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Chorchpeople north of Westminster-bridge ; and so she may meekly catch 
some crumbs from our great sister of London. A special Register will be 
kept for workers offering themselves whereyer they are wanted ; and only 
the Clergy can say how welcome such friends will be. Also, it is more than 
probable that by inviting onr Lay brethren to share onr bnrdens, and thereby 
practically interesting tiiem in the sphere of the Ghnroh's life and in the 
grandeur of her opportunities, we shall help them better to appreciate her 
enormous and beneficent power as a living force in the regeneration of 
Society, whereby, should a time of distress come, we may have added to our 
friends.

They work among the 
poor, not as almoners or superiors, but as Christian neighbours, and form, 
with their lady superintendent, a valuable link between the clergyman and 
the lowest of his people. 

The savings of the poor, collected by the mission women (in very small 
sums) from room to room in their weekly visits amounted in 1879 to 
£13,954 18s. 5d., and the total sum collected during the twenty years 
during which the association has been at work amounts to about £172,000. 
There are 191 mission women now employed, and not less than 40,000 poor 
women brought under their influence. Last year's receipts were 
£7,102 7s. 6d.

It should, perhaps, be added 
that the number of curates is so much in^exoess of the benefices to which 
they can be promoted that a constantly increasing number have to wait 
twenty or thirty years before they obtain preferment, whilst many must 
remain curates all their lives.

The Society was formed in the year 1809, and is exclusively a Church of 
England institution. Its object is distinctly missionary, seeking to gather 
out of the house of Israel "the remnant according to the election of 
grace." It has stations in England, France, Germany, Holland, Italy, 
Bussia, Turkey, the Danubian Principalities, A^sia Minor, Syria, and North 
Africa ; while in Jerusalem a special effort through the means of the hos- 
pital to seek the welfare of Israel has been greatly blessed. 

The Society has at present 31 ordained missionaries, 66 lay missionaries, 
colporteurs, &c.f and 41 schoolmasters and schoolmistresses, Ac, stationed 
in 86 centres of missionary work in Europe, 3 in Asia, and 5 in Africa $ of 
these 79 are Christian Jews. 

The income last year was £36,264 12s. Id., the expenditnre 
£38,326 14s. lid., showing a deficiency of £2,062 2s. lOd. The committee 
therefore trust that the friends of Israel will respond to their earnest 
appeal fbr increased funds in order that the above debt may be dischaiged, 
and that the Society may be able to sustain its existing work.

The results during the past year have been as follows : — Correspondence 
maintained with upwards of 200 metropolitan and provincial associations, 
which have reported their operations ; 15 associations established, in addi- 
tion to old ones reorganized, and general assistance given ; total number of 
publications issued, upwards of 1,250,000 ; 520 meetings attended, in various 
parts of the Kingdom, by representatives of the Institute, for the delivery 
of training-lessons, addresses, &g. ; in the Teachers' Examination, conducted 
under the auspices of the Institute in the Metropolis and throughout the 
Provinces simultaneously, 904 teachers examined, 579 certificates of the 
first class and 199 of the second class awarded ; normal classes, for the 
instruction of teachers in the art of teaching, conducted in the Metropolis 
and at various Provincial centres.

The Society makes grants towards the building and enlarging of schools 

and teachers' houses ; a supply of books and fittings ; the first year's salary 

of a certificated teacher ; and in exceptional cases towards the repairs and 

improvement of school buildings. It also helps to support the Training 

Colleges of St. Mark, Battersea, and Whitelands ; makes grants for the 

maintenance of Diocesan Colleges; assists the religious inspection of Church 

Sohoolij and Training Colleges; issues gratuitously forms for Diocesan 

Inspection ; and maintains a dep6t at which school books and materials are 

kept on sale at most moderate prices. Besides making grants of money for 
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th9 objects above named, the Society distribntes information on edncational 
topics ; gives f^vice to promoters of Church Schools (more especially with 
regard to the means of legally secnring sites for schools that are to be 
conducted on Church principles) ; watches carefully the action of Parlia- 
ment on educational matters, so as to secure, as far as possible, the interests 
of managers and teachers, and seeks to avert the unnecessary transfer to 
School Boards of schools founded on Church principles. Since its formation 
the Society has expended over a million in furtherance of these objects, 
and has thus caused an expenditure of at least twelve times as much from 
other sources for the same end. 

The committee of the Society meet every month at their office, in the 
Sanctuary, Westminster, when applications for assistance in building 
schools are received, and grants are voted according to the necessities of 
parishes and the means at the disposal of the committee. 

Diocese of Rochester, — Ghrants : (1) Building and enlarging schools, Ac, 
£26,950 to 214 places; (2) Books, teachers' aid grants, &c., £100; 
(3) Rochester diocesan inspection, £7 13. During the year ending July 81, 
1879, gprants in aid of building, ^., were made to the following places : —

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in this misBion work. The Mission has no clergy of its own. There are few 
mission works more interesting to a congregation, and certainly sailors, 
fishermen, and emigrants deserve the sympathy of all English people.

The above Society is established to minister to the spiritual necessities 
of the vast fluctuating population on the Thames, consisting of seamen, 
fishermen, bargemen, steamboatmen, &o. Services are held on board troop, 
emigrant, and passenger ships, screw and sailing colliers, and every descrip- 
tion of vessel ; also in the Mission and Beading-room which has been opened 
for seamen, &c., by the bank of the river at Bugsbys. Bibles, Testaments, 
and Prayer Books are sold, and tracts distributed. A Chaplain, four 
Missionaries, and seamen-colporteurs constitute the Missionary staff. The 
Mission undertakes the sale of Scriptures to British and foreign seamen, 
and to give Testaments to emigrants for the British and Foreign Bible 
Society; to give the emigrant -packets of the Religious Tradt Society to 
emigrants ; and to distribute the cards and circulars of the Sailors' Home 
among English and Foreign seamen. The field of labour extends from 
London Bridge to the anchorages below Gravesend. 

The Chaplain also holds Sabbath Services on board the training ships 
ArethusOj Chichestery Cornwall^ and Worcester^ and has weekly classes with 
the boys.

The Parochial System makes no provision for the adult British merchant 
seamen (a quarter of a million in number) when afloat ; nor is the vast 
sea-coast population, living in barges, light vessels, and outlying islets, or 
acting as fishermen, boatmen, &c., adequately cared for spiritually. For 
these the above Society has 70 hon. chaplains, 20 chaplains, 36 Scripture- 
readers, and 6 paid lay helpers, working in 43 seaports at home and abroad. 
It has also yachts for open roadsteads, boats for open harbours, Churches 
and Church-ships for docks and rivers, also mission-rooms for watersides. 

The shipping in many other ilnportant seaports, at home and abroad, are 
wholly destitute of religious ministrations ; and several seaboard Clergymen 
urgently request help, for which funds are much wanted.

The building used for a schoolroom until Christmas, 1877, is a chapel 
dedicated to St. Mary Magdalene, built by Edward Lovekyn, to whom Sir 
William Walworth was apprenticed, and who added a chaplain to Lovekyn's 
foundation, there being a warden and several chaplains. The chapel was 
seized by Henry VIII., and Queen Elizabeth converted it into a school. The 
present governors intend to restore it again, as it is expected that it will 
be required for a chapel to the new school in the course of a few years. It 
has been considered by architects who have examined it to be of perfect 
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proportions, with JEb fine east window. A new scheme has been prepared, 
nnder which a new school and ^master's house, with dormitories, &c., for 
boarders, have been bnilt. These buildings were opened on the 28th of 
January, 1878, hy the Lord Lieutenant, Earl Lovelace (in the absence of 
the Bishop of the diocese through domestic affliction), assisted by the 
members — Sir H. W. Peek and Sir Trevor Lawrence — who each promised 
a scholarship, tenable in the school, of £10 per annum for five years. The 
tuition fees are ten guineas a-year, and include, in addition to the usual 
subjects, French, drawing, and vocal music. The fee for boarders is £45 
a-year. 

The Grovemors of the above school have erected middle-class schools at a 
cost of above £5,000, to be called Tiffin's Boys' and Tiffin's Girls' Schools, 
which were opened Jan. 21, 1880.
